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Deaf artist signs 
contract to do 
portrait of Lee 


Deaf artist William Sparks of 
Winston-Salem, N.C., signed a contract 
with the Gallaudet University Alumni 
Association last week commissioning 
him to paint a portrait of former 
University President Jerry C. Lee. 

Dr. Lee’s portrait is expected to be 
completed in time for a celebration set 
for July 3-9, 1989, commemorating the 
centennial of the GUAA and the 125th 
anniversary of the University, according 
to Jack Gannon, director of Alumni Re- 
lations and Advancement. 

Sparks is best known to the campus 
community for his portraits of Gal- 
laudet’s fourth president, Dr. Edward C. 
Merrill Jr., which is displayed in Chapel 
Hall, and of Frederick Schreiber, a Gal- 
laudet alumnus and former executive 
director of the National Association for 
the Deaf, which is displayed at NAD 
headquarters. 

“The deaf community and Gallaudet 
were very pleased that we have a deaf 
artist of his ability and skill to do this 
painting,” Gannon said. 

Sparks will receive payment “in the 
$7,000 range” for Lee’s portrait, said 
Gannon. 

Sparks’ son Michael and daughter 
Cynthia, who are both amateur pho- 
tographers, will assist their father by 
meeting with Lee at his Martinsville, 
Va., home in March to take photo- 
graphs which the artist will use as 
models for the portrait, said the artist’s 
managing agent, Catherine Styslinger of 
Birmingham, Ala. 

Gallaudet had photographs of Lee 
taken before he retired as president in 
December, but Styslinger said that 
Sparks needed additional poses to do 
an adequate portrayal of Lee.

Entries accepted 

for Journalism 

Award contest 
Entries for the 1988 Gallaudet Jour- 


nalism Award are now being accepted 
by Gallaudet. 

The annual award, established in 
1984, is presented to journalists work- 
ing in the public press to recognize their 
excellence in reporting and writing 
about issues related to deafness. 

Nonfiction articles which appeared in 
general circulation newspapers or maga- 
zines between Jan. 1 and Dec. 31, 
1987 are eligible for the 1988 awards. 
Articles written for publications specifi- 
cally for the deaf community are not 
eligible, and Gallaudet employees, alum- 
ni, and publications are also ineligible. 

Award winners are selected by a jury 
composed of professional print jour- 
nalists and members of the deaf com- 
munity. 

Articles may be submitted in two 
categories: “2,000 words and more” 
and “under 2,000 words.” Articles may 
also be nominated and submitted by 
the general public. All entries must be 
received by March 31, 1988.

Group tutoring helps prep students 


A new group tutoring program at the 
Northwest Campus is providing an add- 
ed incentive for learning to School of 
Preparatory Students who need help 
outside the classroom. 


For the past four years, students 
needing special assistance have been 
able to look to the Alternative Learning 
Center (ALC) for help. 

- This year, the center has enhanced 
its program by adding group tutorial as- 
sistance in math, science, or English. 
Frances Croft, director of the ALC, 
said that the new service has been en- 
thusiastically received. 

“lm thrilled,” Croft said of the 
response. She said that although the 
223 students who used the entire serv- 
ices of the ALC during the fall semester 
represented a slightly lower number 
than the 1986 fall semester total, the 
number of hours logged this past fall 
was significantly higher than the year 
before. Of the 1,780 hours that stu- 
dents spent sharpening their learning 
skills in the lab, 1,019 were in the bi- 
weekly group tutorial sessions. 

Although the ALC has always offered 
individual tutors to students on a walk- 
in basis, Croft said that “the advantage 
of the groups is that students can help 
each other. And because these are 
small groups—two to five in each— 
students become more committed to at- 
tending the sessions. They can also 
keep their same tutors in the groups 
rather than getting different ones 


through the walk-in service.” 


The group sessions are offered to all 
students, but individual help is available 
through Learning Skills Specialist Kath- 
leen Russell for students with moderate 
learning difficulties who need more per- 
sonal attention. 


The tutoring services also extend to 
the ALC’s new computer support labs, 
which offer help in basic mathematics, 
geometry, and algebra. Individual com-

“Treatment Issues in Working with 
Deaf/Hearing Impaired Individuals” will 
be held at the Menninger Foundation’s 
Continuing Education Center in Tope- 
ka. It is designed for mental health 
practitioners, counselors, psychologists, 
psychiatrists, rehabilitation specialists, 
social workers, and other professionals 
who work with deaf and hearing im- 
paired youth and adults. 

Presentations and discussions by ex- 
perts in the field of mental health and 
deafness will address the latest treat- 
ment issues regarding sexual dysfunc- 
tion, incest, addictive behaviors, and 
suicide/isolation. 

The conference is co-sponsored by 
Gallaudet’s regional center at Johnson 
County Community College in Overland 
Park, Kan.; the National Academy; and 
the Menninger Foundation, the only na- 
tional mental health center offering 
services in treatment, education, 
research, and prevention.
